ARTHUR HENDERSON 


Mr. Arthur Henderson is among the 
fallen. There will be little joy over that 
casualty, even among his opponents. Mr. 
Henderson earned a name of which both 
he and his country had reason to be proud 
as foreign secretary in the late Govern- 
ment. But a man may be a capable for- 
eign secretary and not be a safe guide in 
the narticular and particularly perplexing 
problems with which Britain has of late 
had to deal. Defeat in the circumstances 
is no reflection upon the sincerity of the 
man or upon the skill and loyalty with 
which he represented his country in a 
field in which he was by nature and train- 
ing fitted to manage its affairs. 

That a seat will be found for Mr. Hen- 
derson is quite probable. It is doubtful if 
the Government would oppose his election. 


In his absence the opposition might, and 
likely would, fall under less balanced and 
trustworthy leadership. And where the 


Ministers are backed, and dominated, by 
so tremendous a following, it is important 
to the Government as well as to the coun- 
try that such opposition as there is to be 
shall be directed by a man of outstanding 
ability, unauestioned integrity and proven 
loyalty to British interests. 


JAPAN TELLS MOSCOW WHAT TO DO 


Japan has requested Russia to stop 
trcon demonstrations on the Siberia-Man- 
churia border, lest these be ‘‘misinter- 
preted” as threats to interfere with the 
Japanese operations in Manchuria. That 
mu rs to dispose of the suspicion that 
Tokvo and Moscow had come to an under- 
standing, either for the partition of Man- 
churia or for Soviet neutrality. 

The new development cannot be said 
to brighten the prospect of peace. Unless 
the Soviet has been bluffing for ten years, 
as to the fitness of the red army and its 
readiness to use it, this is not the sort of 
language that can be safely addressed to 


Stalin. Telling him to stop manoeuvring 
Russian troops on Russian territory 41s 
pretty likely to be “misinterpreted” at 


Moscow as a direct challenge to mind its 
own business or take the consequences. 

The astute gentlemen at Tokyo of 
course understood that this construction 
might be placed upon their note, before 
they sent it. They also knew when they 
launched the Manchurian enterprise that 
Russian intervention was a possibility to 
be reckoned with. The only possible in- 
ference is that they went into Manchuria 
with eyes open, and are prepared to fight 
Russia there if they have to. 

ENFORCE THE LAW 

Most persons who have emerged from 
infancy understand the difference be- 
tween Hallowe’en pranks played by chil- 
dren and hoodlumism. But in this, as in 
every community, there is a minority who 
do not, or will not, recognize the differ- 
ence. and who make this anniversary an 
occasion for molesting their neighbors and 
destroying property. Last year this ele- 
ment made itself particularly conspicu- 
ous, by outbreaks of rowdyism in various 
parts of the city, which could not be at- 
tributed to children, were far removed 
from fun-making, and could be explained 
only as originating in sheer ignorance or 
positive malevolence. 

It is well that steps are being taken 
this year to prevent a repetition of these 
outrages and to make Hallowe'en some- 
thing less of a nuisance and a menace to 
ihe public. Several organizations have 
volunteered their services to assist the po- 
lice in patrolling the streets and preserv- 
ing order. That such offers are made is 
evidence that the public are getting “fed 
up” with hoodlumism and intend to put 
an end to it. 

As a further check to lawlessness it 
should be understood that any parties 
who are haled into court as the result of 
depredations occurring on Saturday eve- 
ning will be dealt with as they would be 
if these were committed on another day. 
Law is law on Hallowe'en, as much 
as at any other time of the year, and the 
householder is as much entitled to protec- 
tion on that as any other night 


i THE “TOWN MEETING” FARCE 


As a means of acquainting the tax- 
payers with the conduct of the city’s busi- 
ness, the “town meeting” is a flat failure 
in Edmonton. For many years these an 
nual meetings have been drawing smaller 
and smaller audiences, with unvarving 


regularity. On Tuesday evening less than 


+ 


a score of people turned up at the council 
chamber to hear the official report of the 
vear’s operations, and the proceedings 
had to be postponed to a later date. 

Plainly the time has come to make 
these meetings what they are supposed to 
be—gatherings where the affairs of the 
city will be presented by the officials to 
a reasonably representative number of 
taxpayers, or to abandon the empty form- 
ality of holding ‘‘meetings” which are not 
meetings in any sensible construction of 
the term. It is absurd to suppose that the 
city is better governed or in any way 
benefitted becausc the commissioners are 
required once per year to proceed to a 
hall on either side of the river and there 
read exhaustive statements to which all 
but a trifling minority of ratepayers re- 
fuse to listen. 

Perhaps some measure of usefulness 
could be restored to the town meeting if 
instead of two there were a dozen meet- 
ings held in various parts of the city. 
That is only a guess at best, without much 
to suggest that it is probable. But unless 
that would improve matters it would be 
better to have done with the ridiculous 
pretence that these annual meetings ac- 
complish any worth while purpose, aban- 
don the practice of holding them, and 
leave the taxpayers to get their informa- 
tion from the official reports published in 
the newspapers—where the overwhelming 
majority of them obviously do already get 
it.
